The modus 
operandi is as follows ; Upon going to a 
farmer's hoOSa the sharpers show him 
samples of silks, linens, &c,, which they 
offer at about one4hlrd their real talne. 
These goods they promise to deliver in a 
few days. When the farmer becomes in- 
terested they produce tlie other goods, 
which they carry with them, and for 
these they get several times their real 
value. Tlie latter goods the farmer gets 
and pays for at onoe, and tlie sharper is 
seen no more. The other day one lady 
paid $10 for a $3 shawl, while a neigh- 
boring farmer paid $56 for three suit pat* 
terns worth sbont $S0."

Colleotora of rare Aninri- 
can iKwks prizs it aa a monument of enny 
American tyiKigrapby and aa the (Ir>it ver- 
sion of tlie Kible printed in tbe New World. 
Tbe book is dedicated to tbe "High and' 
Mighty Prince. King Charles 11." Only' 
twenty copies having thia dedication were ' 
aent to England for presentation to the imi- 
versittes and Vy prominent men. > 
A careful examination of the work »>h<)ws 
<-learly that its original owner anderitUHxl 
the Indian language. Verses of apaoial in- 
terest are marked in both testaments, and 
there are frequent marginal notes In En- 
glish, in short hand and in< Indian. At the 
end are four pagaa, moat^ In abort hand, 
althoogh aoma ffngll te Md aoaa Indian is 
used. 

Thia handwriting is now believed, for 
various reasons, to be that of Roger Will- 
iams. It is known that be waa proOiilant in 
abort hand, having attraotod the notice of 
tbe great lawyer, Ooha, whea a lad, by his 
skill in reporting sermons and apaecihaa.
